production of 34 outbred and linebred cows now 

in the stock over the average for 34 females in the 
foundation herd marks the nineteenth year of progress 
on a project of the U. S. Bureau of Dairy Industry to 
develop high-producing strains of Holstein-Friesian cattle 
by the continuous use of unrelated proved sires. This is 
brought out in the annual report of R. R. Graves, Chief 
of the Division of Dairy Cattle Breeding, Feeding and 
a of this bureau in the Department of Agri- 
culture. 


Dairy farmers can now estimate the eventual import- 
ance to their industry of this Holstein-Friesian breeding 
experiment from an analysis, just published, of the 
foundation herd and the first outbred generation. 


This thorough-going study of the first completed step 
in the project provides evidence on such important pro- 
duction-governing matters as the possible inheritance of 
low or high breeding efficiency; inheritance of persistency 
in milk production; and the relationship or lack of rela- 
tionship between milk and butterfat producing ability 
and type or conformation. 


: R, R. Graves, Chief of the Division of Breeding, 
Feeding and Management of the Bureau and co-author 
with Mr. Fohrman of this analytical study, spent a con- 
siderable time discussing their problems and ideas with 
dairymen before the experiment was launched in 1918 
and 1919. As a consequence, the study deals with ques- 
tions of economic importance to the dairy farmer. 

The relative merits of outbreeding, line-breeding, 
and inbreeding as means of improving a herd are to be 
compared when sufficient data are collected. 

An interesting by-product of the past nineteen years’ 


development of the program is the emphasis it gives to 
the Progress made during that time in scientific dairy- 
farming procedure. For instance, having started with 
the 365-day record as a standard the experiment neces- 
be Sarily maintains it.

Johan Woodcrest Lad Eleventh, and the daughters of 
miscellaneous bulls used at Beltsville mated to various 
foundation cows before October, 1919. 


Thirty-four of these cows made records (calculated 
to a mature basis) averaging 19,966 pounds of milk 
and 678 pounds of butterfat. 


The increase to 730 pounds average butterfat produc- 
tion of 34 outbred and linebred females now in the herd 
seems to confirm the thesis that the continuous use of 
unrelated progeny-tested sires is a sound means of breed- 
ing strains concentrated for high levels of production. 
This experiment was based on the theory that the valu- 
able sire for production is one that is relatively ‘‘pure’”’ 
for the hereditary factorys controlling high levels of 
milk and butterfat production. If these proved sires 
have the same factorial make-up, the contention is that 
the factors for low production contributed from other 
sources would gradually be replaced through the con- 
tinued use of such sires for a number of generations. 


In considering the history of this project it must 
be remembered that no selection is practiced in this herd, 
and all records are made under standardized conditions. 
Production records during the test years are made under 
the supervision of the Univesity of Maryland and in 
accordance with the rules of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. Experiments are carried on under 
controlled conditions designed to afford all animals an 
equal opportunity to express their inherent ability, and 
there is no culling. 

“The averages could be materially improved,’’ Mr. 
Graves points out in his annual report, ‘‘by culling the 
cows with the lowest records, some of which are in ad- 
vanced years, but the practice has been to retain all 
females as long as they are of use to the breeding pro- 
jects.”’ 

The 34 females (now in the herd) whose average 
butterfat production tops that of the foundation cows 
are: seven outbred daughters of Varsity Derby Matador 
averaging 20,750 pounds of milk and 713 pounds of 
butterfat; three outbred daughters of Pride of the Bess 
Burkes wit haverage production of 18,957 pounds of 
milk and 724 pounds of butterfat; five outbred daugh- 
ters of Count Piebe Hengerveld Ormsby averaging 19,632 
pounds of milk and 711 pounds of butterfat; ten out- 
bred daughters of Chief Piebe Ormsby Burke with aver- 
ages of 19,559 pounds of milk and 747 pounds of butter- 
fat; five line-bred females progeny of Sir Gerben Col- 
antha Rube averaging 19,672 pounds of milk and 659 
pounds of butterfat; and four linebred daughters of 
Pride Ormsby Gerben Colantha Ona averaging 21,098 
pounds of milk and 832 pounds of butterfat (all produc- 
tion records calculated on a mature-equivalent basis.) 

The average butterfat production of the outbred and 
linebred groups is about equal, being 727 pounds and 
736 pounds respectively. The average butterfat pro- 
duction, 625 pounds, of an inbred group (two daughters 
of Varsity Derby Matador and one daughter of Sir Gerben 
Colantha Rube) is considerably lower. 

According to Mr. Graves’ report, the highest individ- 
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ual record among the 15 cows that completed official 
production records during the fiscal year, 1937-38, was 
made by a daughter of Varsity Derby Matador. Her 
record was 23,616 pounds of milk and 905 pounds of 
butterfat. The average for all 15 was 15,880 pounds of 
milk and 597 pounds of butterfat; their average age, 
three years and five months. All but three were under 
mature age. 


“The conditions under which all production records 
in this herd were made have been unchanged,”’ the re- 
port reminds. ‘“‘No other females have been added to 
the group, no selection has been practiced, and all 
females have been raised and developed, so that it is 
fair to attribute this increase of 52 pounds in the aver- 
age butterfat production to the superior germ plasm of 
the five proved sires that have been used.”’ 


The project has been interrupted by the recent loss 
of the sixth in this series of sires, King Ormsby of lIodak. 
He had been at Beltsville only six months and left but 
three daughters in the herd. His predecessor, Chief 
Piebe Ormsby Burke, continues servicable though he 
is more than 14 years old. He has 31 daughters in the 
herd, ten of them with official production records. 


This breeding project was inaugurated when Denton 
Colantha Sir Rag Apple, first bull of the series, was 
brought to Beltsville in October, 1919. Mated with the 
41 foundation cows, he sired 32 daughters with normal 
records. Comparison of their records with those of their 
dams contributes important and complete statistical data 
which geneticists Fohrman and Graves have interpreted 
in terms of sound dairy-farming. 


When ‘‘Rags’’ was bought careful records were the 
exception. The son of Colantha Johanna Lad and 
Dutchland Rag Apple Aaggie, he was purchased from 
Benjamin Pringle, of Mayville, New York, one of a group 
of dairymen in the western part of that state who had 
been using bulls jointly and had their herds entered in 
cow-testing associations, so that the necessary production 
information was available. 

He was eight and a half years old when purchased 
and continued in service at Beltsville for nine more years. 

Of the 41 foundation cows to which he was mated 
19 had living female progeny. The average production 
of these 19 dams was 20,002 pounds of milk and 690 
pounds of butterfat. 

It should be noted that 32 of this bull’s daughters, 
sired before his residence at Beltsville, completed 70 
Advanced Registry records under varying conditions, 
which averaged 602 pounds of butterfat (on an age- 
corrected basis). It is suggested that, considering the 
then prevailing custom of selective testing, the ratio 
of these 32 daughters to the entire get of Denton Col- 
antha Sir Rag Apple was probably unsually high. 

Thirty-two of his daughters with normal records sired 
at Beltsville averaged 937 pounds of milk and 37 pounds 
of butterfat less than their dams. However, nine (more 
than a fourth) of these cows came from the three dams 
with the highest production records, (a fact that seems 
to refute the theory held by some breeders that high 
production interferes with the reproductive function). 
The 23 other daughters averaged 711 pounds of milk 
more than their 14 dams. Then the 32 daughters are 
compared with the 17 dams, the unweighted average pro- 
duction of the dams is only 53 pounds of milk and one 
pound of butterfat more than that of the daughters. 
(The unweighted average includes the average produc- 
tion of each dam but once, no matter how many daugh- 
ters she produced.) 

As many breeders would expect, there is less vari- 
ability in milk production among the daughters than 
among the dams, the sire appearing to have an inheri- 
tance for a level of production definitely below that of 
the three highest-producing dams to which he was 
mated, but better than that of the lower-producing. 

Intermediate indexes for butterfat for this sire figured 
on varying numbers of dam-daughter pairs, ranged from 
689 to 611 pounds. This tends to support the contention 
that the intermediate index is not a dependable indica- 
tion of the sire’s transmitting ability. 

The daughters of this sire seem to be slightly less 
persistent as milk producers than their dams. There 
is some evidence, the authors say, that persistency is 
transmitted from dam to daughter, however. 

Daughters show greater uniformity of type than the 
foundation cows from which they spring. 

Geneticists today hold that the factors governing 
producing ability and those governing type or conforma- 
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tion are inherited independently. It is manifest in this 
connection that ‘‘Rags” transmitted increased size tg 
some of his daughters without making a corresponding 
increase in their producing ability. 

Production records of the daughters were analyzeg 
in a number of ways. As soon as each daughter com. 
pleted her first milk record it was included in the ayer. 
age for all daughters already tested. A point significant 
to the dairy farmer in his selection of proved sires is the 
fact that the records of a large number of daughters were 
necessary before the progressive average compared 
closely with the final average. The average for the first 
nine daughters, for instance, varied almost five per cent 
from the final average for 33 daughters. 

A very close correlation of first-calf records calcy. 
lated to maturity of 22 daughters with their actuaj 
mature records (according to tests made after they had 
reached the age of five years)—the very slight difference 
found between the two types of records points to the 
precision of the statistical methods used im computing 
mature equivalent averages. It also tends to show “that 
the environment under which records were made was 
such as to cause minimum interference with the expres. 
sion of inherent producing ability.” 

Because there is some belief that bulls proved in one 
herd are not always as goed in another herd, it is im- 
portant to observe that the transmitting ability of this 
sire as indicated by the records of daughters sired prior 
to his residence at Beltsville corresponds to what he 
demonstrated in this breeding project. 

The breeding performance of the sire has been 
studied during his use in the herd. His mates required 
an average of 2.56 services per conception. However, 
the presence of Bang’s disease in the herd from 1921 to 
1924 must be considered in noting this average. Accord- 
ing to findings of this study difficult breeding may he 
inherited by the daughter from the dam. 

In this phase of the breeding experiment, where one 
sire was used there seemd to be a tendency for cows 
bred when past five years of age to have more female than 
male calves, while a majority of male calves resulted 
from -matings with cows under four years of age. Age 
of the sire at the time of conception had no significant 
effect. In a similar study, however, where the daughters 
of one sire were bred to six bulls, the results did not 
substantiate these findings. 

The age of the parents at the time of conception hai 
no noticeable effect on the producing ability of the of- 
spring. 

According to this study, the tendency to have calves 
predominantly of one sex does not appear to be tral 
mitted from dam to daughter. 

Fourteen sons of Denton Colantha Sir Rag Apple 
have been proved in herds of cooperating institutions 
and dairy farmers. That they were genetically better 
than the herds to which they were loaned is evidenced 
b ythe records of their 331 daughters averaging 13,436 
pounds of miuk from dams averaging 11,180 pounds. 

Final analysis of the influence of this first sire 0 
the germ plasm of the Beltsville Holstein-Friesian herd 
awaits the results of his daughters’ transmitting ability 
as demonstrated in the next generation. 

The line-bred groups of the Holstein-Friesian breed- 
ing experiments are sired by bulls bred in the project 
Sir Gerben Colantha Rube is a son of Varsity Deri 
Matador from a daughter of Denton Colantha Sir Rag 
Apple. Pride Ormsby Gerben Colantha Ona is a 502 
Pride of the Bess Burkes from a daughter of Varsity 
Derby Matador. 

Thus both outbred and linebred groups start frou 
the same basis of heritage, and may be compared, gener 
ation by generation, to discover the relative merits 
these two systems of mating as a means of herd improve 
ment. 

Most of the inbreeding is daughter-to-sire mattis 

In addition to the inbreeding of pedigreed 
the Bureau of Dairy Industry is using also a herd of grade 
Holstein-Friesian cattle to demonstrate the effects ® 
close inbreeding.

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Wisconsin State Holstein Picnic 


Conservative estimates, placed at 
more than 600, the attendance at the 
Wisconsin summer Holstein meeting 
and picnic at Greenwood, Clark 
County, on June 17th. The Clark 
County Holstein breeders, with the 
cooperation of neighboring County 
Clubs, were this year hosts and pre- 
sented a fine day’s program of en- 
tertainment as well as education. In 
charge of all arrangements was John 
Wuethrich, treasurer of the State 
Holstein Association and president of 
the Clark County Holstein Club. He 
was ably assisted by Art Collentine,

The program started at 10 a. m.

the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture, authorizing him to issue 
such certificates, definitely de- 
scribing each animal, and show- 
ing that it has been tuberculin 
tested within sixty (60) days 
prior to the opening of the Show. 
The certificate must show that 
the herd from which the animal 
originates is tuberculin tested, 
the number of reactors disclosed 
in the herd at the date of last 
test, and the disposition made of 
them.

LSEWHERE in this issue, we present the detailed 

Holstein Prize List for the forthcoming Nationa] 

Dairy Show at Treasure Island. The figures are im- 
pressive, both in the total of $9500 and in the individual 
class awards, as will be seen. First prize aged cow, for 
example, if bred by exhibitor and with a record of 50% 
above class requirements, would draw a prize of $150. 
The Production Get of Sire Class also carries a $150 
first prize. Prizes run to 15 places in the female classes; 
bull classes to 10 places. 

With the circuit arranged to permit competition at 
Eastern States Exposition with $1700; Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress with $4938; Pacific International Live 
Stock Exposition with $2380, in addition to the National 
with its $9500, and a special train to keep expenses at 
a minimum, it would seem that a reasonably well se- 
lected herd could pay its way over this circuit. 


The West is certainly back of the 1939 National and 
aiming to take this opportunity of proving to the world 
that they are breeding cattle able to hold up their end 
in any competition. Under those circumstances and with 
such money as this available to pay the bills, we think 
the breeders of the East and Midwest owe it not only to 
themselves but to the industry to give the Western herds 
a chance to stack up against the best that the other sec- 
tions can muster. The result ought to be historic. 


Jerseys Adopt Selective Registration 
HE American Jersey Cattle Club, at its recent annual 
meeting, adopted interesting new rules of eligibility 
for registration of bull calves. Under this plan of 

selective registration bulls will be accepted for registry 

only if certain very definite requirements are met for 
either the sire or the dam. Here are the specifications: 


1—The sire must be a proved bull in D. H. I. A,, 
whose daughters have an average yield of 400 lbs. of 
butterfat on a 305-day basis, or an A. J. C. C. Tested 
Sire whose daughters on a 365-day basis average 500 
lbs. of fat. 


Or, 2—-The dam must have a D. H. I. A., Herd Test 
or Register of Merit record with a mature-equivalent 
305-day production of at least 400 lbs. of butterfat. A 
committee is making further study of the matter of 
recognizing records made outside the United States. 


In other words, to be eligible for registry the bull 
calf must have either a desirably proved sire or a dam 
of known good production. These requirements do not 
take effect until January 1, 1942. 


All of the dairy breed organizations have discussed 
Selective Registration for years, but the Jersey Club in 
authorizing this step is the first to really do anything 
about it. We congratulate them on their progressive 
aim, and can assure them that their effort will be 
watched by the other breeds with the keenest interest. 
We can see a good many possibilities for complications 
and special situations where such hard and fast rules 
might do injury. 

For example, a son born from the service of a junior 
herd sire, out of a first calf heifer, would not be eligible 
for registry until the dam had completed her record 
(thus imposing a penalty fee), and if she met with an 
accident before completing the record, the calf would 
never be eligible for acceptance, no matter how desir- 
able the breeding. Perhaps the emphasis on proved sires 
and record dams and the elimination of many inferior 
bulls, would over-balance the comparatively few cases 
such as mentioned where a hardship would be worked 02 
the owner, and a loss to the breed. Perhaps the Jersey 
system would be improved by setting up certain alterna 
tive standards for exemptions from the rule. We think 
it could be done without lowering the effectiveness of the 
effort they are making. 


Along with this “selective” plan, the Jersey directors 
also adopted for July 1 application, a system of super 
registration of bull calves. Under a somewhat compl 
cated score sheet, in which credits are given for produc 
tion of various levels both in the dam and granddams 
and the daughters of the sire, and type, as shown DY 
classification, bull calves may earn designations 4s One 
Star, Two Star, Three Star and Four Star bulls, depend- 
ing upon the number of points allotted under their scr 
ing schedule. We think Jersey breeders may find this 
rather useful, when the public comes to understand what 
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it means, and probably in actual operation it will be less 
complicated than it appears from first glance at the score 
sheet.

Montvic Rag Apple Netherland was twelve years old 
last April. He was a mature bull when he came to Laux- 
mont some half dozen years ago from the herd of Rob- 
ert Thompson, St. Paul’s, Ont. At Lauxmont he now 
has 25 daughters that have been officially reported with 
A. R. records and the entire list show an average of well 
above 600 lbs. fat at an average age of under 2% years 
and the Lauxmont people claim that his complete list 
of daughters tested there to date average 3.9%. Back 
in Canada he has upwards of two dozen R. O. P. daugh- 
ters with quite a sprinkling of 4% testers among the lot. 


He is one of the greatest proven sons of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst and his dam, Netherland Pontiac Ideal, with 
732 lbs. fat, was rated Excellent in Canadian Selective 
Registration. This dam, by the way, comes of blood 
lines made famous in this country by Yates Farms, she 
being a daughter of King Paul Pontiac Echo 2d from 
Netherland Faforit Ideal. 

Since coming to Lauxmont, Monty has not taken 
much time from his home duties to compete in the show 
ring, but in his younger days back in Canada he was 
always a successful prize winner, perhaps his crowning 
achievement being the winning of second place in the 
aged bull class at the C. N. E. in 1932, when he was 
beaten only by the grand champion, Abbekerk Sylvius 
Lad. Many of his offspring have topped strong classes 
in both Canada and the United States. One of his daugh- 
ters is the dam of the All-Time All-American two-year- 
old, Dewdrop Pabst Keyes Meg Posch. 

At past twelve years old, he looks and acts like a bull 
of half his years and he has a marvelous lot of daugh-

She 
is the only cow of the breed—pro- 
pably of any breed—in the United 
States, to produce over 800 Ibs. fat 
at 10 years old on two daily milk- 
ings and the only one in the United 
States to make either three Class C 
records over 800 lbs. fat each or six 
over 700 lbs. fat each. Her seven 
Class C records, starting as a three- 
year-old, total 5,281.8 Ibs. fat, 
which is over 1,000 lbs. ahead of 
any other cow in the United States 
with seven Class C records. She 
also has a Class A record as a junior 
two-year-old, that brings her life 
time total for eight lactations on A. 
R. test to 148,369.5 lbs. milk, 3.9%, 
5,847.8 lbs. fat. Her latest record 
was finished in early July and she is 
due to calves again for the ninth 
time before the end of the current 
calendar year, when if all goes well, 
she will be run again in 11-year-old 
form.

CANADIAN BUSINESS BOOMING 

According to a report just released 
by Mr. G. M. Clemons, Secretary of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, registrations of purebred 
Holstein-Friesian cattle for the first 
six months of 1939, showed an in- 
crease of practically forty-nine per- 
cent over the first half of 1938. They 
total 28,542 which exceeds the total 
of any full year in the history of the 
Association, with the exception of 
the years 1936 and 1938. Transfers 
of ownership totalled 14,297 and 
were fifteen percent over 1938 fig- 
ures. Six hundred and thirty-three 
new members joined the Association 
as against four hundred and thirty- 
two in the comparable period, an in- 
crease of forty-six per cent. Receipts 
amounted to $66,301, as compared to 
$48,022, an increase of thirty-eight 
percent. 

Mr. Clemons contributed this 
marked increase partly to earlier reg- 
istration requirements and partly to 
increased interest in the breed.

NEWTON CELEBRATES 
“THE FOURTH” 
The accompanying picture shows 
the float arranged by Maytag Dairy 
Farms, Newton, Iowa, which won 
first place in the Fourth of July par- 
ade at Newton this year, with up- 
wards of 70 floats competing.

The entire back 
of the float was done in assorted 
garden flowers, making a colorful 
spectacle with the snowy white and 
rich green background of the float. 
Two large models of the True Type 
Bull were carried on the float, cred- 
ited by the local papers with being 
statues of Man-O-War Progressor, 
All-Time All-American  three-year- 
old bull, who closely resembled the 
True Type bull in color markings as 
well as in conformation.

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WASHINGTON RESEARCH 
WORKER WINS AWARD 
M. B. Nichols 
Ralph Hodgson, dairy production 
research worker at the Western 
Washington Experiment Station at 
Puyallup, was awarded the Borden’s 
Gold Medal and $1,000 at the annual 
meeting of the American Dairy Sci- 
ence Association. 


Hodgson’s work has largely dealt 
with home grown feeds, especially 
pasture. Through his work, dairy- 
men West of the Cascades have made 
great improvement during the past 
few years through the use of better 
hay and early cut grass silage. 

In the experiments which have 
been conducted, Hodgson has worked 
with the herd of registered Holsteins 
at the station. Sixteen cows in his 
herd have been fed no grain for the 
past five years. From a low of 268 
lbs. fat in 323 days, these animals 
have produced up to 391 pounds in 
313 days, with nothing but hay, si- 
lage and a small amount of salt and 
iodine. 

Hodgson’s work, which has been 
carried in cooperation with Elling- 
ton and Knott of Washington State 
College and the U. S. Bureau of 
Dairying, has netted thousands of 
dollars to Washington dairymen, as 
a result of the way he has shown 
them how to produce milk more eco- 
nomically. His work, which has 
shown the average dairy farmer the 
correct time to cut his grass for si- 
lage and hay, has allowed them to 
get the maximum amount of food 
valuable from this most valuable of 
all milk producing crops. 

In addition to his work with his 
own herd and the pasture grasses, 
Hodgson has been very active in 
working with the various breed as- 
sociations, especially with the breed 
association meetings, dairy tours and 
picnics, He has been in charge of 
the college judging contest sponsored 
at the Pacific International Livestock 
Exposition for the past few years. 

The inheritance of the dairy herd 
for high production at the Station is 
being built through a son of Sir Stad- 
aconda Pontiac Homestead. The 
daughters of this bull have shown a 
nice increase in production over that 
of their dams. Breeding onto these

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Aroused over price wars in the re- 
tail field and constantly shrinking in- 
come, dairy farmers supplying the 
Chicago market have requested fed- 
eral hearings looking to the regula- 
tion of this important matter under 
a Federal Market Order. More im- 
portant than that, they have united 
in forming the Chicago Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Council, which consists of 
twelve cooperative farmer associa- 
tions. The Council acts as an over- 
head organization for all of its mem- 
bers, numbering about 22,000 dairy- 
men who ship fluid milk to the Chi- 
cago market — a total of about 4,- 
000,000 pounds daily. 

Tom Courtney, well known Hol- 
stein breeder of DeKalb, Ill., is serv- 
ing as president of the organization. 
Mr. Courtney has sent us copy of a 
letter he sent in early June to dairy 
farmers supplying the Chicago mar- 
ket. There are so many pertinent 
facts here that apply generally in all 
milk markets that we are pleased to 
pass on to our readers liberal ex- 
tracts from Mr. Courtney’s letter, 

“The Pure Milk Association an- 
nounced today a cut of 9c. The Chi- 
cago papers state that this cut is 
from $1.65 to $1.47 while the actual 
amount obtained by the farmer will 
be $1.38 for 3.5 base milk after a 
10c check-off with no reduction in 
the retail price of milk. This gives 
the farmer in the neighborhood of 
2%c a quart for his base milk that 
is selling in Chicago for 11c. 

“There are two very definite rea- 
sons for this cut. First, the absolute 
lack of confidence and willingness to 
cooperate by the groups producing 
milk for Chicago and, second, an 
over-supply of milk at the present 
time. This, however, is considerably 
less than it was a year ago and un- 
questionally there will be a shortage 
of milk before the middle of July. 

“Eventually I am sure that the 
people in the large cities and mer- 
chants will realize, as well as the 
heads of the large dairies do at the 
present time, that with over 40,000 
dairy farmers, with families and 
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Chicago Producers Aroused 


hired men numbering well over 200,- 
000, producing milk at a price that 
means a loss, unless this is corrected, 
every working man in the state, 
whether he be in the country or in 
the @ity, will suffer in reduced wages 
because of it. The dairy farms are 
the largest single source of income 
on farms in the United States today 
so naturally operating at a loss they 
cannot, and will not, buy the neces- 
sities of life that make jobs for sales- 
men, manufacturers and men in ev- 
ery line of business. Just as long as 
milk stays at an unlivable wage, we 
can expect depression in this country 
and a continual drop in employment. 

“On a check made in twenty-two 
towns in northern Illinois in the 
Chicago milk shed, we found that the 
loss in business among the mer- 
chants and manufacturers never va- 
ried more than from 4 to 6% of 
what the drop in the price received 
for milk by the farmers has been. 
In other, words where the farmers 
are receiving from 30 to 50% less 
for their milk, we find business in 
those same communities showing a 
drop anywhere from 30 to 50% 
which proves conclusively that until 
this is corrected, conditions will con- 
tinue as they are and are bound to 
get worse. 


“This district in northern Illinois 
produces in the neighborhood of 3,- 
000,000 pounds of milk daily for 
Chicago. About eighteen months ago 
they were receiving $2.25 for this 
milk, an income of $67,800 daily. At 
the new price of $1.38, the farmers 
will receive $41,400, a reduction in 
income of $26,400 a day or $792,000 
per month for these five or six coun- 
ties in northern Illinois. This means 
a reduction in income for the next 
twelve months of $9,504,000. Cer- 
tainly any sane, sound citizen real- 
izes that the business men in the 
communities within this territory 


with this vast reduced buying power 
are going to suffer accordingly. It 
is up to you to see that they are 
made aware of just what has been

Richards and her husband, Howard 
Richards, operate four large farms in 
Schuylkill County on land that was 
developed by the ancestors of both 
as early as 1825. In 1927 they pur- 
chased a pure bred Jersey as a fam- 
ily cow and from this modest begin- 
ning have built up one of the best 
known Holstein-Jersey dairies in the 
Philadelphia area. When Dr. L. M. 
Thompson, former president of the 
National Association, dispersed the 
Lathrop herd in 1933, many of the 
tops of this great Holstein establish- 
ment went to the Richards herd, in- 
cluding the present herd sire, Lath- 
rop Evening Star, a son of the famed 
proven sire, Lathrop Star Home- 
stead. 

Already they have developed one 
100,000-lb. cow, the registered Hol- 
stein, Lathrop Oak Tobe 1396896. 
The cows are milked three times 
daily as a business proposition, as 4 
high quality raw milk is distributed 
not only in Pottsville but in eight 
smaller communities of the county. 
Mrs. Richards is secretary of the 
Raw Milk Dealers’ Association of 
the county, and represents producer- 
distributors on the board of the 
Schuylkill County Milk Dealers’ As- 
sociation.

Milk Marketing 

Several very outstanding and de- 
cided victories have already been 
won by the milk producers during 
this summer but the fight is still on. 
Two of the other dairy breed organ- 
jzations are now working very in- 
tensely in Washington trying to dis- 
rupt the marketing act that was re- 
cently declared constitutional by the 
U. S. Supreme Court. They are try- 
ing to amend the Federal law to 
such an extent that it would exclude 
from the order certified milk and 
any milk “of recognized special qual- 
ity’. This would make it possible 
to exclude Golden Guernsey, Jersey 
Cream Line or any other milk sold 
as a special milk, perhaps even Grade 
A. It would wreck the Market Or- 
der. This we must not allow. The 
milk committee composed of Presi- 
dent Carl Wooster and Maurice Pres- 
cott met at the Onondaga Hotel on 
July 10th together with Glen House- 
holder, Commissioner Noyes, Direc- 
tor Dorr McLaury, Charles Baldwin, 
and several other members of the 
Bargaining Agency, Paul Smith, Di- 
rector of the State Fair and your 
State Secretary, to study the Federal 
milk situation and plan out a proper 
procedure to combat this disturbing 
element. If you have not already 
done so every Holstein breeder 
should contact his Congressman by 
telegram or letter and insist that he 
support the Jones Bill P. R. 6208 
without amendments. The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America and 
the New York State Association are 
endeavoring to do everything pos- 
sible to stabilize this milk industry 
and obtain a better price for milk 
and milk products.

HOLSTEINS AT SHANGRI-LA 

In James Hilton’s famous novel, 
“Lost Horizon’’, Shangri-La, the 
land of peace and quiet was a Utop- 
ian settlement in a lost valley jp 
Tibet. In real life many find their 
own private retreats from the frep- 
zied pace of business much closer 
to home. Such was the case of \ 
D. Safanie, a partner in the New 
York Stock Exchange firm of Shear. 
son Hammill & Co. His Shangri. 
La is the 300 acre farm, a few miles 
from the cross roads village of Ap. 
cram, New York, formerly known as 
“the old Pulver place.’’ 

Mr. Safanie purchased the place 
in 1937, built a new home there for 
the year ‘round residence of himn- 
self and his family, and set out to 
build a purebred herd and a farn- 
ing enterprise sufficiently attractive 
financially to eventually allow him 
to devote his entire time to it. The 
way in which Mr. Safanie went 
about this new and strange venture, 
and the encouraging first signs of 
success make an interesting story 

At the very outset he disposed of 
the entire herd of cattle that were 
on the farm, and then set out to 
assemble a new herd from farmer- 
breeders in the East, selecting a 
number of animals from herds which 
were not offering cows for sale, but 
all of which were certified free of 
Bang’s Disease. In that way he 
acquired quite a fair group, most 
of which were with calf by good 
bulls. Purchases were made from 
the following breeders:

The Amendment as adopted reads 
as follows: 

“On and after January 1, 1940, a 
register of transfer of ownership of 
any animal registered in the Herd- 
Book will be made on application of 
the owner; if made by a member of 


the corporation, the charge will be 
$2.00 and if made by a non-member, 
the fee for each transfer will be 
$2.50, provided the application ac- 
companied by the fee is received 
within three months of date of sale; 
if after that, the charge will be $2.50 
to members; $3.50 to non-members. 
A certificate of each transfer will be 
made by the Secretary in such form 
as may be prescribed by the Board of 
Directors. If, however, the applicant 
for transfer at time of making appli- 
cation is a member in good standing 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association

funds available for the Extension De- 
partment in its work throughout the 
country. Thus all active breeders 
will assist in financing the extension 
program and each will contribute his 
share in one way or the other. 

We must do more intensive work 
on our extension program to accom- 
plish its objectives and we must 
have much closer cooperation and 
more help from individual breeders 
throughout the land. This is exactly 
what Paul Misner had in mind when 
he offered his resolution last year. 
As Director of Extension Service, Mr. 
Householder distributes his time 
over the entire forty-eight states of 
the Union. His four loyal and ener- 
getic assistants in the field, A. N. 
Crissey, E. M. Clark, Robert Geiger 
and M. B. Nichols have _ thirty-one 
states under their supervision. Sup- 
plementing these national Fieldmen 
are three. state fieldmen, W. D. 
Brown in New York, I. D. Hadley in 
Ohio and Jesse Kurtz in Pennsylvan- 
nia. Thus these seven fieldmen must 
cover thirty-four states. It is ob- 
vious that these men, covering such 
vast territories, cannot work with in- 
dividual breeders to any great ex- 
tent. To produce results, they must 
confine their efforts to organizing 
their constituents into state and 
county groups and assisting them in 
setting up sound practical programs 
of work directed by earnest and 
energetic leaders in the different 
communities. 


The best extension work is educa- 
tional and the foundation of a suc- 
cessful extension program for Hol- 
stein breeders must be strong active 
state associations working through 
well organized county or district 
groups directed toward better meth- 
ods of breeding, feeding and caring 
for their herds and disposing of their 
products. 


The Misner Amendment contem- 
plates the development of stronger 
and more active state associations to 
join with our National Extension 
Service in a more intensive campaign 
of educational work with Holsteit 
breeders everywhere and this pro 
gram should have the fullest supp? 
of every member of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 
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si0UX FALLS SOUTH DAKOTA 
CATTLE CONGRESS 

The Holstein Breeders in south- 
eastern South Dakota cooperated 
again this year in the South Dakota 
Cattle Congress, at which all dairy 
preeds are Shown.

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ROCK COUNTY BLACK & 
WHITE SHOW 

“One of the best Black & White 
shows ever held in Wisconsin” wag 
the comment of Art Collentine, who 
judged the first Rock County show 
held at the County Farm near Jane- 
sville on June 16. In addition to 
thirty-one head exhibited by seven 
breeders, there were twelve head 
shown by six 4-H members. The 
list of open class exhibitors included 
the Rock County Farm with 9 head, 
Ben Schwartz with 7; Wisconsin 
School for the Blind 4, Geo. Schu- 
macher 5, Conway Farms 3, M. A. 
Bingham 2, and Jimmie Paul 1. 
The 4-H members exhibiting were 
Clifford Jurgens; Stewart Paul: 
George, Alice and Mary Atkinson; 
and Eugene and Harold Peterson. 
In the morning a judging contest 
was held, with the adult division 
being headed by Laurence Ward. 
and Robert Babcock topped the jun- 
ior group. 

A feature of the show was the 
showing of five aged cows with life- 
time yields over 2000 pounds of 
butterfat. A ten-year-old cow, 
Woodchuck Ollie Korndyke, shown 
by Ben Schwartz, had over two tons 
of butterfat and 120,000 pounds of 
milk to her credit. She was one of 
three entries rating Excellent at the 
show, George Schumacher having 
the other two. Judge Collentine 
awarded 3 Excellent, 11 Very Good, 
16 Good Plus, and 13 Good ratings 
for the 43 head shown. 

The success of the show was due 
to the splendid work of President 
Alex McKeown, Secretary George 
Conway, and the cooperation of all 
of the breeders. 


A judging contest of cows, heifers 
and bulls was a feature of the show. 
The junior end of the contest was 
conducted by the agricultural tea- 
chers in Rock County, and the boys 
had some real classes to judge. 
Rock County has an _ outstanding 
junior fair, and its success in no 
small way can be attributed to the 
fine local leadersship and cooper- 
ation of the various breed associa- 
tions. These agricultural teachers 
extend their activities out and be- 
yond the classroom with the agri- 
cultural youth of Rock County, and 
take time off to make a judging con- 
test an important feature of a live- 
stock meeting. 





TRI-COUNTY MEETING 
AT KIEL, WIS. 


The three counties of Sheboygan, 
Manitowoc, and Calumet pooled their 
efforts into a district meeting of Hol- 
stein breeders and friends in the city 
park at Kiel on June 15th. The 
meeting afforded an opportunity to 
discuss some of the problems of the 
breed, and the program included 4 
judging contest, a picnic, short talks 
on the breed, some entertainment 
and some time to play. About 300 
were in attendance. 

The cattle shown were from the 
herds of P. A. Hipke and Sons, New 
Holstein, and from Harry Schnell’s 
herd at Forest Junction. Professor 
A. O. Collentine, Extension Dairy- 
man for the University of Wiscons!, 
judged the classes for the contest. 
His discussion after calling attention 
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to the records of production on the 
different cows centered around the 
matter of breeding better udders into 
our herds. There were several dis- 
tinct types among the cows assembled 
with which he illustrated his talk, 
which also stressed the importance 
of using better sires, and working 
with brood cow families. 

Bob Geiger, National Fieldman for 
this section of Wisconsin, in his us- 
ual manner paid glowing tribute to 
the breed. He stated that those men 
who kept their herds under test and 
knew what their cows were doing for 
them, have found that the breed av- 
erage has improved from a national 
average ten years ago of 3.39 per 
cent fat, to a new average of 3.55%, 
the results of removing the low test- 
ing families and using bulls from 
higher testing cow families. He pre- 
dicted that a new milk container, 
probably of the paper bottle type, has 
a large future in cheaper distribution 
of milk to satisfy consumer demands. 


The three county agents, H. J. 
Weavers of Manitowoc, Glenn Lycan 
of Sheboygan, and A. L. McMahon, 
Chilton-Calumet County, teamed up 
to federate their several interests in 
a prominent breed of cattle. Organ- 
ization is the watchword of exten- 
sion work, and there was a good ex- 
ample at this meeting, which was at- 
tended by fourteen officers repre- 
senting the three county breed organ- 
izations. They assembled for a 
short meeting at the conclusion of 
the picnic. 
Barron County Picnic 

The Barron County (Wis.) Hol- 
stein Breeders Association held their 
annual picnic at the Wm. Meisegeier 
Farm, Barron, on June first. The 
Poskin Township unit of the County 


_ club was this year’s host and took 


care of all arrangements necessary 
to make this event a success. More 
than 500 were in attendance, 

Mr. Meisegeier had on exhibition, 
for display and for use in the Judg- 
ing Contest, 20 head of cattle from 
his herd. Two classes of 4 animals 
each were selected for the judging 
contests which were supervised by 
County Agent I. O. Hembre of Bar- 
ron, Fieldman Geiger, M. J. Murray, 
Voc. Ag. man of Cameron, and D. A. 
Hendrickson, Voc. Ag. man from 
Barron. 28 Juniors entered the 
Judging contest with Roland Her- 
man of Barron and Niel Moore of 
Almena winning first and second. 31 
adults entered the individual and 
team Judging with the Barron team 
consisting of Freeman and Art Han- 
son and Oscar Hanson of Chetek top- 
ping the list. In the individual class 
the winners in order were Freeman 
Hanson, Chetek; Lloyd Moore, Al- 
mena and Harold Burdick, Hillsdale. 
The County Association also gave a 
bull calf tothe holder of the Lucky 
number, this calf being purchased 
from Secretary Joe Hanson’s herd 
at Chetek. The winner was Mrs. 
Emil Jesse of Sarona. 

Music was furnished by a “Little 
German Band” and the speaking pro- 
&ram included County Agent I. O.

The breeders in Ozaukee County 
held their postponed meeting at the 
Coughlin farm on County trunk O, 
three miles north of Saukville, with 
haying in full swing. This is the 
smallest county in Wisconsin, a com- 
munity of small farms and many 
other enterprises, but the dairy cow 
furnishing the major source of in- 
come. Attendance was slight  be- 
cause of haying, and the necessity of 
harvesting a full crop of strawber- 
ries and cherries. 

The Coughlin herd was used as a 
breeding and extension display. This 
herd had its beginning from three 
great foundation females purchased

On this list of sires each 
with more than one 100,000-Ib. 
daughter, Overbrook was represented 
by three sires and a son of one of 
them that was proven at New Jersey 
Agr. Experiment Station, New Bruns- 
wick, the four sires having a total of 
13 daughters over 100,000 lbs. the 
thirteen daughters producing 1,173,- 
090 Ibs. milk, 56,555.7 lbs. fat, and 
Mark reminds us that there have 
been several other Overbrook sires 
that have one 100,000-lb. daughter. 

Bell Farm Suzone, Overbrook sen- 
ior sire at present, is credited on 
Norton’s list with two daughters 
above 100,000 Ibs., probably the 
youngest sire of the breed on this 
list. Mark reports that since Janu- 
ary 1, the closing date on the Norton 
story, Suzone has had two more 
daughters go over the 1000,000-Ib. 
mark with several more due to hit 
six figures in this lactation or the 
next and he expects that within the 
next three or four years he will have 
at least twenty 100,000-lb. daugh- 
ters. 

Another interesting feature in re- 
gard to these lifetime producers that 
Supt. Norton overlooked mentioning 
when listing the 150,000-lb. cows,

was the number of such cows that 
have daughters above that mark. We 
find two such dam daughter pairs. 
First comes a pair from University 
of Nebraska, Quality Lincoln and her 
daughter, La Vertex Quantity of U 
Neb, whose combined lifetime rec- 
ords total 403,763.8 lbs. milk, 14,- 
491.9 lbs. fat. The other is an Over- 
brook pair, Chesney Belle Sweet and 
her daughter, Essex Riverside Belle 
Sweet, with a combined life total of 
356,563 lbs. milk, 11,570.7 Ibs. fat. 
In further reference to their 100,000- 
lb cows at Overbrook, Mark Keeney 
writes: 

“In looking over our herd books 
for the past 15% years, we find that 
38 cows have produced over 100,000 
lbs milk in our herd. These are not 
all recognized offically as some of the 
older cows were not on test all the 
time but are taken from actual pro- 
duction records that have been kept 
in the herd at all times. 


“Our books show that King Sweet 
has 14 daughters that have produced 
over 100,000 lbs and the average 
lifetime production for the 14 daugh- 
ters is 132,342 lbs. 


“One of our greatest old founda- 
tion cows was Frindaella Elkindale 
Ormsby, classified Excellent, who 
produced 84,073 lbs, milk since com- 
ing to Overbrook at the age of 7 
years, 8 months, undoubtedly with an 
actual lifetime production of well 
over 100,000 lbs. She has three 
daughters, all by different sires, with 
life productions from 106,224 to 
131,791 lbs and a son who left us a 
daughter, Essex Frindaella_ Belle, 
who has to July 1, 1939 a total of 
127,613 lbs milk. 

‘‘Another family of note is founded 
by Speckled Segis with 178,172 lbs, 
who heads a three-generation group 
of 100,000-lb producers, having a 
daughter, Essex Sweet Mary with 
133,124 lbs and she a daughter, Ess- 
ex Suzone Mary Ann, with 135,181 
lbs. <A fourth generation cow, Ess- 
ex Dandy Anna, produced 48,006 lbs

fall of 1937. Old Speckled Segis 
also has another daughter, Essex 
Speckled Sweet, with 163,877 lbs. 

“Then ‘we have two full sisters, 
Chesney Dream Girl Sweet has a 
granddaughter, Essex Sweet Jon with 
100,808. Dream Girl Sweet has a 
granddaughter, Essex Sweet Segis, 
still producing and credited to July 
1 with 161,422 lbs. 

“Chesney Belle Lothian, a mater- 
nal sister to Chesney Belle Sweet, 
mentioned earlier in this story, pro- 
duced 106,475 lbs after coming into 
the herd at the age of 4 years, 4 
months. She is granddam of Essex 
Suzone April Belle, who at only 10 
years old has gone over the 150,000- 
mark with 150,228 lbs to July 1, 
and has given birth to eleven normal 
calves, including three sets of twins. 

“Still another dam-daughter com- 
bination is White View Sadie Pon- 
tiac Vale, who since coming into the 
herd at six years old produced 101,- 
191 lbs. and she has a daughter still 
producing with 132,344 Ibs. to 
July 1.”
